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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


Carbondale,  III.,  September  30,  1892. 

To  Joseph  W.  Fifer,   Governor  of  Illinois: 

Dear  Sir: — We  esteem  it  a  pleasure,  as  Trustees  of  the  South- 
ern Illnois  Normal  University,  to  present  to  you  our  tenth 
biennial  report  for  the  two  years  ending  this  30th  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1892.  Gratitude  to  the  author  of  all  good  is  due  for 
the  general  health  and  prosperity  of  the  faculty  and  students  of 
this  University. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  recognize  the  many  expressions  and 
words  of  encouragement  from  you,  through  your  messages, 
from  the  press,  from  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  and 
the  earnest  co-operation  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  each  contributing  to  stimulate  the  efforts  of  our 
Board  in  building,  in  this  part  of  Jllinois,  a  great  normal 
school. 

The  greatest  number  of  students  at  any  one  term,  since  our 
last  biennial  report,  was  47$.  Our  graduates  generally  become 
teachers,  while  from  the  normal  and  high-school  departments 
we  have  sent  out  large  numbers  of  under-graduates  to  teach  in 
the  district  schools  of  our  State.  The  inspiration  received  by 
students  and  teachers,  attending  even  for  only  one  term  or  more, 
is  doing  much  to  stimulate  the  cause  of  education  in  southern 
Illinois.

At  the  close  of  the  school  year  189  ■ ,  Dr.  Robert  Allyn  ten- 
dered to  the  Board  his  resignation  as  principal  of  the  Normal 
University,  to  take  effect  at  the  close  of  the  school  year,  June, 
1892;  and  the  Board  accepted  the  resignation  as  tendered. 
June,  1892,  Dr.  Allyn  retired  from  the  position  to  which  he  had 
been  elected  and  successfully  filled  to  the  satisfaction  of  all 
patrons  of  the  school  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  eighteen 
vears. 

May  10,  1892,  Professor  John  Hull,  A.  M.,  Registrar,  was  by 
vote  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  elected  Regent,  and  on  the  ninth 
day  of  June  was  duly  installed. 

Professor  D.  B.  Parkinson  was  elected  Registrar. 

On  the  5th  of  August  W.  F.  Rocheleau,  of  the  State  Normal 
School  of  Moorhead,  Minn.,  was  elected  Assistant  Professor 
of  Psychology,  Ethics,  and  Pedagogy,  with  salary  of  $1,800; 
and  Professor  John  M.  Pierce  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  was  elected 
to  the  chair  of  German,  salary  $1,200. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  never  to  per- 
mit expenditures  to  exceed  appropriations,  and  with  pride  we 
point  the  perfect  state  of  repair  of  the  property  entrusted  to  our 
cnre,  the  complete  equipment  of  all  deparements  of  the  school 
and  buildings,  and  to  the  fidelity  with  which  members  of  the 
faculty  and  the  employes  have  discharged  their  several  duties.

During  the  spring  term  of  1892  we  began  our  exhibit  for  the 
Columbian  Exhibition  in  the  various  departments  of  the  school, 
and  hope  to  be  able  to  present  to  its  millions  of  visitors  a  clear 
exposition  of  the  work  of  the  University. 

The  amount  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars  and 
thirty-six  cents  ($1,923.36)  expended  for  books  and  periodicals 
has  greatly  increased  the  usefulness  of  the  library,  and  it  now 
is  the  resort  of  the  meritorious  members  of  the  school,  and  its 
beneficial  results  are  already  quite  marked.  The  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  library,  S.  P.  Wheeler,  together  with  the 
principal  and  faculty,  has  given  much  time  to  the  selection  of 
books.  We  have  calls  from  the  public  of  southern  Illinois  for 
the  privilege  of  examining  in  the  library  books  of  reference,  and 
this  also  contributes  to  the  popularity  and  usefulness  of  the  li- 
brarv  and  school.
